Grasp the Significance 

Now, 1 want you to grasp the sie«- 
nificance of that. You see, the gov- 
ernment wants to place the bucien 
of this war upon the shoulders of tne 
wealth producers, not upon the farm- 
ers any more than those who consume 
what the farmer raises, to place this 
burden largely upon live stock, means 
this, that I, as a farmer, would have 
to pay four or five dollars for every 


steer I raised, and you as consumers | 


and city people who live in the gice* 
centres of industry would have to pay 
three or four or five dollars more for 
every steer you eat, Agricultural 
‘products are what you eat, and that 
is how they want to ratse the money 
That ie how the government officials 


tell you they want to raise it. both the 
provincial and dominion officials. 


Now, the fanmer who works from 14 
to 16 hours a day and the man who 
works in the ditch from 8 to 10 hours 
a day, and the working classes that 
work In the factories, ete, they will 
eat more meat than the man who sits 
in his cushion arm chair as a direc- 
tor of a bank, or a railroad or of a 
manufacturers’ assoviation. There is 
about 90 per cent. of the people who 
work for a living, and about 10 per 
cent. that live upon the products of 
the toll of others; «o it is plain to be 
Seen that this government, if they can, 
are determined to place 90 per cent. 
of the expense of this war upon those 


who work for a living, and 10 per 
cent. on themeelves, (Applause) 
Don't lose the significance of that; 


and while the 10 per cent. own about 
99 per cent, of the wealth that is pro- 
uced by the other 90 per cent., they 
want to get clear without paying very 
much. Now, where would all these 
great profiteers be if Germany had 
won this war? (Applause.) Gentle- 
men, these fellowes who have piled up 
their millions while our boys over tn 
Europe who were fighting and bieed- 
Ing and dying, fighting as men eeldoin 
fought In all the history of the worl4, 
for democracy and to maks this world 
a better place to live in, while they 
were doing that, these profiteers were 
amassing fortunte with a speed that 
never was known in all the history 
of the world before. That is why Iam 
on this platform this afternoon.
